Crest Radio 
Museum

The RTL HT-144 

Possibly the RAREST item in the Museum is 
the Radio Transceiver Laboratories HT-144 
pair of 2 meter Handy Talkies. These date 
back to 1946 and were a design patterned 
from the WW2 Field HTs. Pic 1 shows them 
compared to Yaesu VX7R. Powered by 2 
battery sets, they had 2 tubes to do all the 
work of transmit and receive. The batteries 
were a 66 2 V and a series set of 4 D cells to 
provide 6 volts for the 6)6 heater. A 5th D 
cell provided the heater for the 2nd tube, a 
1S4. | took 1 apart to try to reverse engineer 
it, but | didn’t want to disturb the delicate 
circuitry on this antique device. It was full 
of spiders, luckily dead for a good 50 years. 
The top covers are missing, but otherwise 
they are complete with batteries, also from 
the 40s era. | doubt there is a millivolt left 
in them. 


The 6) 6 is a dual triode, so one is used for an 
oscillator and the other for a Superregen 
detector on RX. The 1S4 is a Tetrode which 
does audio on TX and RX. Pic 3 shows a 
close-up of the circuitry. You can see the 
coupling link to the whip antenna and the 
tuned circuit. Controls are Tuning, PTT and 
a regen or volume control. Very few of these 
were made, and this is possibly the only set 
to survive. They were found in a barn in the 
Midwest and went for well over a Hundred 
bucks on Ebay. Fortunately, the Crest Radio 
Museum prevailed and they are now on 
display. 73!

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Chicken Noodle Soup for the 
Ham Radio Operator's Soul 


“Official Observer Corps Meets COPS” 
Turmoil and change have shaken the ranks of our 
hobby in recent years. Controversy over 
incentive licensing, the role of the code, and 
concern over the dwindling ranks of our hobby 
have caused angst and sown the seeds of division 
among hams, young and old. Now, with the decline 
of Cycle 23 upon us, it is time for a healing 
catharsis for our hobby, with “Chicken Noodle 
Soup for the Ham Radio Operator’s Soul”. 


Ham Radio is once again in the national spotlight 
with the ARRL sponsored “Official Observer 
Corps” featured in a television episode of the 
popular police action program “COPS”. In the 
March 24" episode, the “OO Corps” accompanies 
a high-profile FCC Enforcement Division “take 
down” of habitual HF jammer Edward “The 
Quacker” Le Duc. 


Le Duc is nicknamed “The Quacker” because of 
his use of a duck call to disrupt activities on 
various HF public service nets. It was Le Duc’s 
use of the duck call which triggered the FCC’s 
involvement in the take down early this year. Le 
Duc’s actions caused a groundswell of public 
opinion favoring federal intervention to 
apprehend the jamming culprit. Ironically, the 
grassroots campaign to involve the FCC was 
launched by two New York area Hams who were 
members of the “Ducks Unlimited” organization. 


Featured prominently in the episode isa spry, 85 
year old “OO” volunteer Mortimer “Big Fist” 
Morkman W2ABF, nicknamed for the strong CW 
signal which radiates from his upstate New York 
QTH. Morkman, who pays a central role in the 
action filled ride-along episode, takes the “point” 
or lead position in an FCC surprise raid on Le Duc’s 
New J ersey QTH. The FCC team knocks down the 
Le Duc residence door, with Morkman tossing in 
special “QRM” grenades, designed to wreak 
havoc on any HF radio within a 50-foot radius. 
While explosions rock the Le Duc shack, a 
delighted Morkman shouts “Official Observer 
Corps! Come out with your hands up!” As 
Morkman makes his announcement, FCC 
Enforcement Division agents swarm into Le Duc’s 
single story home capturing his escapades on 
videotape. 


Initially, as agents burst in, a surprised and confused Le 
Duc is heard to say “Publishers Clearinghouse?” The 
notorious Ham jammer apparently thinking the raid was 
to award a magazine sweepstakes prize. “Not a chance, 
dirt bag!” responds famous FCC Enforcement Director 
Rollie Hollingsworth WA4XYZ, as he personally handcuffs 
a visibly shaken Le Duc. As he is led away, Le Duc makes 
eye contact with Mortimer, the Ham who has worked 
for 15 years to put an end to his on-air mischief. Morkman 
is heard to comment “Le Duc, you are so busted.” 


Another poignant moment is captured on video when 
Morkman, meets with relieved members of his “OO” team 
who have assisted with the raid. Summing up the positive 
ending to the potentially deadly raid, Morkman says to 
his relieved team “The FCC got the bad guy, we didn’t 
bust any radios, and we all get to go home to our shacks.” 


Under special authority granted to the FCC under the 
“Freedom From] ammers Act of 1999”, following the raid 
FCC agents went to work inventorying Le Duc’s radio 
equipment for a nationally televised “Ham Swapmeet”. 
The seized equipment is catalogued and priced by a team 
of FCC flea-market shopping specialists. The equipment 
is then prepared for sale on the FCC-sponsored “Ham 
Shopping Network” call-in television program. On the 
program, Hollingsworth personally describes the seized 
items and takes Ham bids on an 800 number. 


Editor’s note: with “OO’s” like Morkman ‘on the prowl’, 
you’ve got to be “daffy” to engage in activities which 
lessen the enjoyment of other Hams. Amateur sleuths
